New Life For A Hitler Youth 
Back in January 1950, Werner Host Fahren- 
hold, a war orphan who had been mascot for 
an American infantry division in the war-torn 
Reich stowed away on a transport plane in a 
desperate effort to get to the land of his 
dreams. 
When the liner landed at Westoverfield, 
Mass., the 17-y ear-old German y outh was spot­ 
ted and turned over to immigration officials 
for deportation proceedings. In the meantime, 
he was released in $1,000 bond in custody of 
Mr. and Mrs. Jaime Fomos of Newton, Mass. 
When immigration authorities ruled that 
Werner must be returned to Germany , Rep. 
John McCormack of Massachusetts introduced 
a bill in Congress to permit him to remain in 
America. 
Last week the congressman announced the 
good news: Werner gets to stay . 
The German boy who lost both parents in 
Hitler’s war has been legally adopted by the 
Fernos family and has taken their name. But 
that’s not quite all of the story . 
The former member of the Hitler Jugend 
became a member of Newton High School’s 
baseball team. And despite the fact that two 
y ears ago. “home plate" didn’t mean any more 
than sausage or sauerkraut to him, Werner has 
hurled two no-hitters. 
Who knows, may be the nex t stop’s Fenway 
Park or Yankee Stadium. 
Werner’s success might send the big league 
scouts on ex pense-free talent hunts in Germany . 
After all. Manager Bucky Harris of Washington 
has been going pretty y ell in Cuba. 


Social Security Adj ustment 
New 
social 
security rates 
will go into 
effect this month and be reflected in checks 
received by beneficiaries* in October. 
The slightly higher figure on the checks 
will reflect—at least to the reflective—that soc­ 
ial security is still in an area of vague public 
policy . 
The sy stem was put into effect as part of 
the original New Deal with almost no debate 
in Congress and no public discussion on which 
to form a debate. To this day , relatively few 
beneficiaries comprehend their rights. No one 
comprehends the arithmetic of social-security 
money . Even the administrators of the sy stem 
never have made up their minds whether old- 
age benefits are insurance or gratuities, or 
whether the money collected from the ultimate 
beneficiaries are contributions of tax es. 
When rate adjustments were voted last 
May and June, it was brutally plain that neither 
policy nor arithmetic was the motive. The 
motive was election-y ear political advantage. 
The social-security sy stem is in urgent need 
of rationalization as a public policy . The ra­ 
tionalization would not be done with a view to 
changing the sy stem but with a view to making 
ing it workable over the long pull. 
This would be one of the duties of a new 
administration. It would be comparable in im­ 
portance to the great undertaking which ration­ 
alized the banking 
sy stem 
earlier in 
this 
century . 
The penalty for neglect might well be 
the betray al of all the hopes which social secur­ 
ity has inspired. 


He Must Understand Early Formed Views 


WASHINGTON 
Governor Stevenson is supposed 
to have gotten around in his time 
and to have learned the “score"— 
especially as it relates to the atti­ 
tude of many of the editorial 
writers of the country toward the 
Democratic Party in recent y ears. 
Yet the Illinois governor now 
say s he doesn’t know why most 
of the newspapers editorially have 
been “against Democrats.” 
In the first place, this statement 
is not true. The press has never 
been against “Democrats" as such 
but against candidates and office­ 
holders who call themselves Demo­ 
crats but who are in reality faith­ 
less to their party history and to 
the original creed of Thomas Jef­ 
ferson. 
The governor said that the treat­ 
ment being accorded him in the 
news columns is fair and impart­ 
ial. He might have added that in 
the last 20 y ears the treatment in 
the news columns accorded to both 
Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 
had been so abundant on the quan­ 
titative basis that presidential elec­ 
tions have been won largely be­ 
cause of this advantage in public­ 
ity which the incumbent admiris- 
tration has enjoy ed. 


NO OTHER administration 
in 
history has had the benefit of 
millions of dollars of the tax pay ers’ 
money for press agents, radio ex ­ 
perts, information specialists and 
press-realtions officers. Day by day 
and week after week, they have 
poured forth a stream of publicity 
in the guise of “official" news 
which has given many a person 
a lopsided view of controversial 
subjects. There is no such thing 
as an opposition publicity bureau 
by the Republicans or any body 
else 
between 
presidential 
cam­ 
paigns. As 
between “front-page 
newrs" and editorial pages, the 
scientifically conducted readership 
survey s taken from time to time 
show that whoever has the front 
pages regularly gets far more 
reading than whoever is supported 
on the editorial pages. 
Governor Stevenson 
may not 
know it, but the trend of editorial 
ex pression opposed to the “New 
Deal" and the “Fair Deal" has 
not been due to any feeling of 
dislike for the Democratic Party 
as such but is really a protest 
against the propaganda of the 
scheming individuals 
who 
have 
taken over the Democratic Party . 
Many persons who oppose the 
“New Deal" and “Fair Deal" ty pe 
of administration have no liking for 
the Republican Party at all, and 
this y ear it is unquestionably true 
that General Eisenhower is far 
more popular than the Republican 
Party itself—and largely because 
he himself has never been an ac­ 
tive political leader. If the Re­ 
publican Party gets in and goes 
wrong, it, too, will earn the opposi­ 
tion of the press. This is proved in 
dozens of state and local elections 
during the last 20 y ears where 
Republican 
newspapers 
h a ve 


and 
fought Republican machines 
their candidates. 
THOUGH THE editorial writers 
of the nation and the editors gen­ 
erally are quite capable of speak­ 
ing for themselves in ex plaining 
why they have been against the 
“New Deal" and the “Fair Deal" 
and have given their viewpoint ex ­ 
tensively to their readers from day 
to day , Governor Stevenson might 
possibly suspect the real reason if 
he has been reading the news of 
what the administration has been 
doing for the last 20 y ears. 
For the American press is not 
in favor of state socialism or 
communism or “Left wingism.” 
Radicalism today all boils down to 
one objectionable formula, no mat­ 
ter whether it takes the label “New 
Deal" or “Fair Deal." That for­ 
mula means the eventual confisca­ 
tion of private property in America 
and the destruction of the savings 
of the individual That formula al­ 
so means favoritism for the par­ 
ty ’s henchmen and a renuncia­ 
tion of the Jeffersonian principle 
—“equal rights for all, special 
privilege for none.” 
In*the last 20 y ers the purchsing 
power of the American dollar has 
been confiscated, the earnings of 
private property and individual in­ 
comes have been tax ed more hea­ 
vily in peacetime than in wartime, 
government has entered into com­ 
petition with its citizens and fur­ 
nished funds to carry on that com- 
peition, government has imposed 
“thought control" by allowing wor­ 
kers to be compelled to join a 
union whether or not they believe 
in trade unionism, and there has 
been an effort to coerce the states 
into subservience to the will of 
the federal government in matters 
of education and the regulation of 
employ ment. 


THE DRIFT of the “New Deal" 
and “Fair Deal" has been toward 
the “left." The American press 
traditionally 
has 
defended 
the 
liberty 
of 
the 
individual 
and 
his right to save his earnings. 
That’s why it has lined up again 
and again in opposition to the 
confiscationists, whether they seek 
to destroy liberty by “packing" 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States or by spending the savings 
of the country with the ex cuse that 
they are benefiting social welfare. 
The Democratic presidential no­ 
minee said in his Oregon speech 
that many newspapers had jump­ 
ed to the support of General Eisen­ 
hower even before they knew what 
the Democratic platform or who 
the candidate would be. That’s 
right, because ‘most every body 
knew in advance that the Demo­ 
cratic nominee wrould have to stand 
on the Truman record and most of 
the newspapers, after more than 
three y ears of observation, had al­ 
ready made up their minds that a 
vote for the Democratic nominee, 
no matter how good he himself 
might be. was merely a vote to 
approve and vindicate one of the 
most irresponsible administrations 
in American history .

These actually are not 
more complex at all but look that 
way viewed as the sum of all 
their parts, instead of as separate 
parts of a sum. 
A proper place to begin this 
project, perhps, would be in the 
ground, itself. But since that would 
entail ly ing face down for long 
periods of time, watching insects, 
it will have to be undertaken while

WHAT KIND of a “dead horse" 
is this one? There is no “deadness" 
in an issue that each of the can­ 
didates will be forced to discuss 
in the circumstance of his presi­ 
dential 
campaign, 
because 
our 
people contine to want to know 
how we got into this thing: why it 
was hooked into the United Na­ 
tions; why , with the United States 
doing most of the fighting and pro­ 
visioning, our policy is subordinat­ 
ed to more than a dozen countries, 
many of which have contributed 
neither a man nor a dime to its 
victorious outcome. 
Again, the same book reviewer 
writes: 
“The reformed communists have 
been used from time to time in 
many 
quarters 
to 
run 
down 
practically all our Far Eastern ex ­ 
perts of the last two decades. At 


the Kuomintang and the commun­ 
ists. under Sun Yat-Sen, in Canton 
in 1924, as a result of which the 
then ex isting Chinese government 
in Peking was ultimately dislodged 
by Russian-directed Chinese ar­ 
mies and agitators. 
It was during this revolution that 
Chiang Kai-Shek emerged as a 
military leader and by 1927, after 
he split with the Russians, as head 
of state. Michael Borodin and Gen­ 
eral 
Bluecher-Galens 
were 
the 
principals of the Russian “advis­ 
ors." After Chiang Kai-Shek ex ­ 
pelled Borodin, Bluecher and the 
others, the communists organized 
the Pan Pacific Trade Union, at 
the head of the secretariat of which 
were such American communists 
as Earl Browder, and Eugene Den­ 
nis who, in China, went by the 
name of Walsh. 
I knew Agnes Smedley in China 
almost from the day she arrived 
in Shanghai. I knew her as a 
communist. She was closely affili­ 
ated with and related to Chinese, 
Hindu and Japanese communists. 
Wheq General Charles Willough­ 
by reported that Agnes Smedley 
was a Russian spy , he was re­ 
pudiated by our government which, 
in effect, 
apologized to Agnes 
Smedley . Then she died in an Eng­ 
lish nursing home, leavcng her es­ 
tate, such as it was, to General 
Chu Teh, the military leader of the 
Chinese communists. 
It is because of the misunder­ 
standing of the China situation and 
judgments that Americas are now 
being killed in Korea.

NEW YORK UK—The battle of 
the blends is bursting out all over 
today . 
It’s not blends of whiskey for 
whoopee, as y ou may think, but of 
natural and sy nthetic fibers for 
clothing. 
But either could get customers 
just as befuddled in the months 
ahead. 
When they enter a doting store 
they may be confronted with a 
bewildering variety of combina­ 
tions of fibers; those that come 
from sheep and plants and those 
that come from oi, coal and lime, 
natural 
gas 
and 
hy drocarbons, 
from wood and grain, and from 
air. 
Each blend—or each fabric from 
fiber in its pure state (whether from 
sheep or corn)—will offer y ou dif­ 
ferent values in wear, price, and 
special qualities. 
Also to be considered is in what 
staet the garment will return from 
a trip to the cleaners, or whether it 
will develop static and cling to y our 
body . 
Old line tex tile mills that a few 
y ears ago made nothing but cbtton 
or wool goods are offering new 
blends this fall. 
Don’t sell wfool and cotton short, 
however. There’ll still be plenty 
of each, in their pure state, in the 
stores. Millions will go on buy ing 
them. And they are highly prized 
in the trade for mix tures with the 
new miracle man-made fibers. 
The staid American Woolen Co., 
for ex ample, may be causing a 
stir today by announcing it will 
offer mix tures of wool and ny lon, 
and of wool and 
vicaa. 
But 
it 
stresses that it will go right on mak­ 
ing all-wrool fabrics, too. 
The high price of many of the 
sy nthetics has held them back, 
although their growth has been 
spectacular—up 253 per cent since 
1939. Leaving out the giants, ray on 
and acetate fee ptoduction t 
it fee 
so - called miracle fibers (ny lon, 


dacron, orlon, dy nel, acrilan and 
the rest) hit 210 million pounds 
last y ear, a gain of 45 per cent 
in a y ear. It is ex pected to top 
300 million pounds this y ear and 
400 million in 1953. 
If the price of the newer sy n­ 
thetics—now ranging roughly from 
$1.40 to $1.90 a pound—comes down 
with increased production, man- 
made fiber enthusiasts predict de­ 
mand may call for output of 750 
million pounds by 1960. 


Veterans Questions 


Q. To qualify fo r the benefits 
o f the so -called Ko rean v ets GI 
Bill o f Rig hts must y o u actually 
hav e serv ed in Ko rea? 
A. No. As long as y ou served 
after June 27, 1950, got a discharge 
other than dishonorable and served 
for at least 90 day s—unless dis­ 
charged with a service-connected 
disability before that time—y ou 
could have served any place in 
the world, in the United States or 
abroad. 
Q. What’s the new reg ulatio n o n 
flig ht training ? 
A. For a veteran taking flight 
training, the allowance will be 75 
per cent of the school’s established 
charge for non-veterans taking the 
same course. If he’s taking flight 
training along with some 
other 
courses, he will receive the flight 
training pay as well as whatever 
other allowance he is entitled to. 
In any case, flight trainees will 
use up the entitlement at the rate 
of one day for each $1.25 paid to 
them by the VA. 
Q. What do es VA pay a v et who 
is going to co lleg e under the new 
bill? 
A. Rates for veterans in full­ 
time training in schools and col­ 
leges are $110 a month, if they 
have no dependents; $135 if they 
have one dependent, and $160 if 
they have more than one depen­ 
dent. Those in training less than 
will ttx x sve kiwer mot» - 
thly rates.
